Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-3, 5-6, 8-14, and 18-19 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The best prior art of 
record, taken alone or in combination with any other references, fail to teach a radio frequency 
identification device comprising a plurality of data fields, means of maintaining the data field 
from which the last data symbol was transmitted, and temporarily suspending data transmission; 
if the data field that was maintained is equivalent to the given data field identified in the request, 
means of repeating the previous steps, starting with first symbol in the data field that was 
maintained; otherwise, continuing to temporarily suspend data transmission. These limitations in 
conjunction with other limitations in the claimed invention were not shown by the prior art of 
record. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
